QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE new 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1. QUESTION: NYhen does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name. 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 

surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4 . QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identity 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, ail must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for tour weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Pub ica- 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalt/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail- 
eble at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

A.NSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing wItii the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a tiled fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1. 1971. will all new 
filings require pubicafion? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub- 
Ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under fhe same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial clrcuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law? 

ANSWER: Most of the sections are quoted 
on printed form obtainable free from:

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requiremeet for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
f ilin g in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the ‘ ‘East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Cor^ration,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing smt 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

When the Democratic National Convention adjourned 
in Miami recently some observers who have watched the 
development of tlie “new Left” and the “new Politics” 
movements felt that the old socialism that has been foisted 
on most of the rest of the world in the last 55 years has 
now clearly captured a powerful political mechanism in 
America — the “new” democratic party. The now leaders 
and much of the nows media have christened the Miami 
Beach creation “the new demcKTatic party.” 

Many Democratic Party leaders of recent years joined 
in the opinion that the “new” party is a creature of So¬ 
cialism. Some spoke out. Others kept their alarm “off 
the record.” The National Education Program staff cov¬ 
ered the convention as an accredited news organization. 
They saw the political and ideological “reformation” take 
place in the mammoth convention hall overlooking Bis- 
cayne Bay to the West and the Atlantic Ocean eastward. 
The “new” party was formulated under the Irresistable 
pressure of a combination of largely “activists” forces 
mobilized by political strategists with great skill and 
apparent unlimited funds. 

Senator George McGovern, a college professor by 
profession and a strident apostle of the socialism espoused 
by Henry Wallace in his communism-infested campaign 
for the presidency in 1948, came on as the attractive “man 
on horseback” who galvanized a majority of the conven¬ 
tion 3018 delegates. They gave him the “new” party’s 
nomination for the most powerful political office in the 
world and accepted his socialist “reform” ideology. 

This may seem to bo a harsh appraisal of the hap¬ 
penings at Miami Beach; of the McGovern candidacy and 
the “new” party’s substance; but many of the party’s 
stalwarts who came to Miami Beach to fight the radical 
take-over openly subscribed to this judgment. 

One of the most illustrious McGovern delegates, Dr. 
John Kenneth Galbraith, Harvard economist and archi¬ 
tect of Keynesian fiscal policies under Democratic Presi¬ 
dents Kennedy and Johnson, said publicly, in effect, that 
candidates McGovern’s economic philosophy is the Marxian 
“from each according to his ability; to each according 
to his needs.” Galbraith warmly endorsed the McGovern 
pre^sidential primary promise of forcefully take from the 
earnings of the $8,000 to $20,000 income group in America 
(the middle income bracket) and use it to give per capita 
gifts of $ 1,000 annually and radically increased welfare 
grants to the “poor.” We heard McGovern tell a “SDS” 
confrontation in the lobby of the Doral Hotel the night 
of his nomination that he had not changed any stand 
enunciated in his primray campaign. 

The National Education Program staff were present 
in a downtown Miami Beach hotel when Galbraith said 
that Mc'Govern’s radical economic program would require 
the force of government to take earned wealth from the 
big middle income group to finance his welfare and mini¬ 
mum income schemes 
$ 20,000 income earners would have to pay the bill be¬ 
cause there was not enough taxable income among the 
rich. Galbraith approved of McGovern’s schemes but said 
they did not go far enough. “Too conservative,” he said. 

George Meany, President of the AFLCIO, who fought 
the McGovern steam roller said that the South Dakota 
Semator was not only too radical for the country but that 
he suspected him of being the well paid tool of financial 
interests who could dominate an American brand of State 
Soc'ialism. 

Meany said; “Ten years ago he (McGovern) was 
broke. Now he’s got a big house, expensive works of art, 
a swiming pool, a vacation house, a big bank account . . . 
I wonder whore he got it all. That would be something 
for somebody to look into, where he got it all.” William 
Buckley, the conservative journalism and TV personality 
said McGovern’s income is something over $100,000 a 
year. Tlie multimillion dollar financial resources of the 
McGovern primary and convention campaigns were drama¬ 
tically exposed when, on the convention’s opening day, 
McGovern money-men contacted all major opponents and 
offered to pay off their considerable Indebtedness if they 
would withdraw in favor of the McGovern candidacy.

A $226,035 grant from the John A. Hartford Founda¬ 
tion, Inc., New York, to the University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia (USC) School of Medicine will support the de¬ 
velopment of more rapid - 
and effecrive methods of de¬ 
tecting and treating gonor¬ 
rhea and investigatirg the 
nature of the organism and 
the disease. 

Dr. Daniel Ivler of Sierra 
Madre, professor of micro- 
biologv' and iiediatrics at 
USC, will conduct the inves¬ 
tigation, st.udy materials 
from patients with .symp¬ 
toms of gonorrhea as ’.veil as 
those who have no clinical 
.signs of illness but wl-.i may 
be harboring the organism. 

“It is particuLmly urgent 
to identify carriers of gonor¬ 
rhea (i.e.. those who harbor 
the orgar.ism but hav’e no 
clinical signs of disease) 
because they ;iro reservoirs 
for the spre.id of the 'nfec- 
tion,” Dr. Ivler said in an 
interview. “.Vs many as 4.S 
per cent of women can be 
carriers. Among men, the 
figure may be as hig’i as If* 
to 15 per cent.” 

Dr Ivle:- wil be sludying 
inpatients and outpatie.rts 
at Los Angeles County-USC 
Medical Center. The Center, 
largest teach big ho.spital in 
the nation, provides a uni¬ 
que oppci'tiinitv for epide 
miologic.al, laborator:.-, and 
clinical re.search. 

A major aim of the study 
is to find out why some 
.strains of the gonococcus 
are showing decreased sus¬ 
ceptibility to antibiotics to¬ 
day.

Supervisor Dorn Asks For 
Help In Tax Reductions 


Ask Trudie 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: 'The following is a copy of a letter 
from Supervisor Chairman Warren M. Dorn, sent to all 
newspapers and mayors in his District.) 

A year ago last December, when I became Chairman 
of the Board, the County was facing a $59 million deficit 
based on provision made for that fiscal year ending June 
30 last year. 

Under the Board’s instruc¬ 
tions in January, 1971, an 
austere, .severe eco.nomy pro¬ 
gram was instituted' affect¬ 
ing all county departments. 

Stro.ng management steps — 
including a freeze on .new 
hiring and tightening of ex¬ 
penditure controls, a-s well 
as a stop order o.r.' all capi¬ 
tal building programs where 
there were no legal ramifi¬ 
cations — were put into im¬ 
mediate effect. 

A.S a result of this tough 
cut ■ sq''ieeze - trim pio- 
gram we finished that fiscal 
year in the 'black. Tlie Board 
continued the previously-or¬ 
dered au.sterity program and 
instructed all departments 
to accept the chalie.nge of 
.seeking ways of reducing 
County spending. 

Through Ihese efforts and 
further cuts made by the 
CAO and the Suuerivsors, wc 
have approved a budget 
program for 1972-73 vrdlich, 
for the first lime in mem¬ 
ory, reflects Ic.ss spondhig 
tha.n the prior year. Over 
S271 millio,n was out from 
requests made by various 
county departments.
